Wis.) and defended by Messrs. Catch- 
ing-s(Dem., Miss.), Kyle (Dem.. Miss.), 
and Eciliy (Dem., Pa.). 


The attitude of the democratic party 


toward the question involved1 in the 
bill was interjected by Mr. Holman 
(dcm.-, Ind.). who asserted that the 
party had always frowned tipon every 
attempt to settle the matter. This was 
vig-orously denied by Mr. Catching-s, 
who criticised Mr. Ilolman's "previous- 
ness.'" arjd asserted that the statement 
vrasuntrue.

Experiments at Shoeburyness "have 


shown that an Armstrong- shell can be 
>e thrown 9,170 yards—about five and 
one-third miles—says a writer in Tem- 
ple Bar, It is therefore absolutely clear 
that if all the fleet were temporarily 
absent, either on some special mission 
or depressed by a storm, hostile iron- 
clads taking up a position within four 
miles of the eastward of TjJuropa point 
might with impunity--send shot and 
6hell into the outlying parts of the 
fortress and cause much destruction of 
life and property. On the other hand, 
the governor of the fortress would not 
be idle, and the experienceS'Of the late 
civil war in America have abundantly 
proved that the cannon in fortresses,, 
if they strike a ship of war with their 
projectiles, even at long- range, may do, 
considerable mischief; while, on-the. 
other hand, many - shot and shell may 
strike a lort and only do trifling- dam- 
age. It is practically impossible to 
throw shot or shell over the high part 
of the rock, near Spain, and the can- 
non ensconced in the unique rock gal- 
leries, with their royal artillery gun 
detachments, would be absolutely safe.. 
Even if the neutral ground' between 
'Gibraltar and Spain were occupied, by 
a hostile foe, comparatively little dam-' 
age would be the result. D?ifing the 
writer's stay at Gibraltar it was con- 
sidered desirable to try.the experiment 
of "firing upward from the"plain on the" 
Spanish side into the galleries, dum- 
mies being placed to represent the neo 
'essary gun detachments. A regiment 
several hundred strong was- according- 
ly placed in position and supplied with 
ball cartridges. The range, however, 
was unknown, and the fire being di- 
rected .upward, it was fully an hour be- 
fore any of the dummies were hit, after 
the expenditure of much ammunition. 
In -actual warfare, of course, the Brit- 
ish rifle sharpshooters must have picked 
out their foes by firing downward from 
the galleries. 
Bomb-proof barracks 


and hospitals are potent factors against 
the horrors of bombardment, and there 
is little doubt that there is ample room 
at Gibraltar for some amendment on 
this head.

ATI Emblem In the Bian.-mchusetts 


ho-nso for Over a Ccntnrr- 


The famous codfish which hangs from 


the base of the dome in the Massachu- 
setts statehouse, and inside the old 
room in which the representatives used 
to meet, will be absent from the cham- 
ber hi the new extension which they 
are soon to occupy. Just why this em- 
blem, which has always attracted the 
notice of visitors and sometimes moved 
them to ridicule, should be ignored in 
the transfer of movables from one room 
to the other is not explained, and, ac- 
cording to the New York -Post, it is 
even said that the codfish is doomed to 
figure in a museum, presumably his- 
torical. The following account of its 
origin is given: "In 1S66 Charles W. 
Palfrey, editor of the Salem Register, 
and a member of the house, for several 
years, undertook to gather all the facts 
that could be learned about the placing 
of the figure in the chamber. 
After 


extensive .research he found much-con- 
cerning- the fish which, luckily, had 
been preserved. It was by Mr. Pal- 
frey's efforts that the actual facts were 
got from the records of the great and 
general court, and while many links 
are missing, the chain is nearly com- 
plete. On Wednesday, March 17, 17S4, 
John Bowe, a member from Boston, 
moved permission to hang the codfish 
in the house as a memorial to the im- 
portance of the codfishery to the wel- 
fare of the state. The motion pre- 
vailed, and shortly after the emblem 
was placed in position, and there it has 
remained undisturbed. through all the 
vicissitudes of the years which have in- 
tervened. Once it was painted, but it 
has never been taken down from the 
iron rod by which it is held in position. 
Mr. Howe, who presented the figure to 
the commonwealth, was a well-known 
citizen of Boston and a conspicuous 
patriot, being associated with Samuel 
Adams, James Otis, John Hancock and 
other leaders of the period. Ho was in- 
terested in commerce' and was an ex- 
tensive property owner along the water 
front, Eowe's wharf and contiguous 
territory being among his possessions. 
He died" on Februarv IT, 1TS7."

Device Tried in TontcrB to rAld 
in Apjiroheiiclinp BoodlnmB. 


-Thirty-five years ago Capt. Mangan. 


chief of the police force at Yonkers, for 
his own convenience rigged up an elec- 
tric contrivance, out of which grew the 
elaborate and comprehensive system of 
police signals and communication be- 
tween station-houses at present in use. 
Although the perfection of the veteran 
captain's suggestion has yielded a great 
manufacturing firm a -fortune, not a 
dollar of it ever came into the hands of 
the real inventor, says the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch. 


In the early days of the war a rough

Sis 
months later patents were taken out 
oa the apparatus row in use all over 
the country, which consists of a box 
with a clial face upon which are indi- 
cated a number of routine questions 
and answers and the letters of the al- 
phabet, by which any message may be 
spoiled out. a crank being used at one 
end, the indicator showing1 at the other.

HIS ANNIVERSARY 


For 53 Years Rev, Dr. Win. I. Fee 


Has Been a Minister. 


Following In tlie Footsteps ol His Maste 


lii All Tilings. 
, 


A Minister IVho >'ever Askod for an Ap 


polntmont and Who Accepted the Voice 


of the Church us the Voice of Goil— 


Interesting Address at- Blgolow. 


• Rev. Win. I. Fee, the evangelist now 
conducting a series of revival meeting 
at tho Bige'.ow church, celebrated yes 
terday the fifty-third anniversary o 
his admission to the ministry and de 
voted the time of the evening service 
to giving a brief review of his life anc 
work. Dr. Fee has a good voice fo 
pulpit talk, speaking in an easy unaf 
fected manner and there is that some 
thing in his manner which carries witl 
it the conviction that here is a man in 
deed who is honest and sincere in hi 
beliefs and who has lived up to his coc 
oeption of right all the days of his life 
The large audience present last even 
ing was indeed charmed by Dr. Fee'; 
address. 


Dr. Fee said in part: "It is today 


fifty-three years since I was licensed t 
preach the gosp'el of the Son of God 
Such being the case, and as this ma, 
be the last opportunity 1 may have o 
doing what 1 propose to do, I this even 
iug venture to speak of myself, not fo 
my own glory, but the glorification o 
Him in whose footsteps I have followe 
for lo! these many years. 
My ance* 


tors were pious men for full SOO year 
back. In England and Ireland an 
Germany they early embraced the gos 
pel of Jesus Christ as set forth by th 
immortal Luther, They endured per 
secution 
for opinion's sake, •fleeing 


from England and Scotland to Ireland 
only to be more bitterly persecuted it 
the latter country, and finally, in 1090 
crossed to America in order that the\ 
might enjoy the blessings of religion 
liberty. They settled first in Mary 
land, then moved to Pennsylvania, anc 
finally, more than one hundred year 
ago, my ancestors earno to Kentucky 
settling near the Ohio river. The cubin 
of my grandparents and great-grand 
parents was ever open to religious men 
and they were welcome to hold meet 
ings in it, They were Episcopalians 
and 
in tho 
absence of 
minister: 


used to read the prayers and con 
duct 
services 
themselves. 
In 179 


my grandfather 
settled at Smith' 


Landing near Augusta and there be 
came awakened to the necessity of t 
deeper religious existence, Hebecamt 
deeply disturbed. 
The 
old pruyei 


books seemed to have lost their mean 
ing to him and hearing that there wa* 
a new one just out he sent to PhilacJcl 
phia lor it, obtaining it in about four 
mouths, 
Hut this did not help him 


much. My grandfather was one of the 
highest examples of a moral, upright 
honest man, Re never swore an oatl 
in all his life and he never drank a drop 
of intoxicating 
liquor. 
Finally he 


united with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church "and found that peace tuul Iran 
qmlity which he sought. At his home 
many of the cui'n whose names wil 
live forever in the history of the Meth- 
odist church huve stopped :md heir 
meetings. Through his exertions the 
third Methodist church building in the 
Northwest territory between Pittsburg 
and the Gulf of Mexico was crectei; 
and huro many of the sainted men ol 
God of the time have proclaimed Ihs 
word. 


In 1S02 my grandfather moved to 


Felicity, Ohio, and built a rude cabin 
in the wilderness. There my fnthei 
lived and there he died. There w 
born; there I united with the church, 
was born again and became an heir to 
everlasting life. I was impressed with 
the truth of the gospel from my child- 
hood1. I do not remember the day 
when 1 did not pray. 
1 do not remem- 


ber the day when I did not believe in 
God or fet'l under obligations to him. 
It was away back in July, 1S32, 1 was 
converted and have beeu converted 
ever since. When 1 w;is young 1 felt 
I should be useful but 1 hud no idea I 
was called to the ministry. My t*rand- 
mother, a pious, earnest womas, was 
firm in her conviction that I would be 
ultimately called to Christ. At seven- 
teen years of age I was appointed 
a 
class 
leader 
but 
declined, 
I 


was too timid and thought myself 
unworthy. 
About this time the im- 


pression came upon me that I must 
preach. I thought it a temptation of 
tho Evil One and resisted. I thought 1 
had no qualifications for the office, the 
highest and grandest on earth, and 
banished the thought. It came back 
to me again and again, and so the bat- 
tle continued for two years. Finally 1 
*va» brought to the condition when my 


friends thought I should die. I, too 
thought my time on earth was short, 
remember one day when I, as I though 
for the last time, was viewing the 
things and objects dear to me, and fel 
that I would go to .bed, suffer a brie 
period and then ofill an early grave.

Fifty-three years ago today I was li 
censed to preach. On my way horn 
from college I preached at a place anc 
made a failure of it. A few nights afte 
I was called on unexpectedly, 
preached as if given power from on 
high, and six souls were saved tha 
night. And so it went on, and I be 
came satisfied I had found my lif 
work, and I have followed it faithful!; 
ever since. I have never asked a ques 
tion as to where I was going. I bavi 
never asked for an appointment 
have never asked to be sent among tin 
rich or to a rich charge. I have neve 
moved a hand nor my head nor a finge 
in all my fifty years of experience i< 
determine my appointment. To me the 
voice of the church has ever been a 
the voice of God, and I have endeavore* 
to be faithful to her teachings in al 
things.

From South Webster there comes a 


queer story in connection with the 
arrest and incarceration in the county 
jail ~Of John Ravelins, on the chargft of 
wrecking the B. & 0. S.\V. accommoda- 
tion on the morning of January 17th. 


It will be remembered that on the 


above date the mail train, due here at 
11:37, was wrecked near the Webster 
Fire Brick company's yards by some 
one placing a coupling pin between the 
main rail and the pilot switch. 


Suspecting 
that 
something 
was 


wrong, the B. & 0, S. W. authorities 
sent a gentlemen from Chillicothe 
named Stanley, whom they have em- 
ployed as a detective, to South Webster 
to investigate, and as a result Stanley 
had Eawlins arrested, charging him 
with the crime. The evidence against 
him was derived chiefly from his own 
confession, his reason being that be 
wished to kill his aunt, who was on 
the train. Rawlins was bound over to 
jail in the sum of S700. 


From Mr. W. H. Lair, a farmer living 


near South Webster, who was stopping 
at the Junction Hote], a TIMES reporter 
learned this morning that there is a 
strong feeling at South Webster that 
the boy is innocent. It seems that his 
reputation is not overly good, and that 
this was the principal reason that De- 
tective Stanley fixed his eagle eye upon' 
him when he came to South Webster 
to investigate. 
Mr. Lair says that 


Stanley dogged the boy's footsteps day 
and night, importuning him to make a 
confession. The boy's grandmother is 
very sick, and the actions of the de- 
tective did not tend . to make her any 
better. 
Among other means used by 


Stanley to extort a confession from 
the 
lad, was a solemn 
assurance 


that 
there 
was 
nothing 
wrong 


in what had. been done, and that 
the railroad company would do nothing 
with him. This assurance was given 
in the presence of Asa McCall and con- 
stable Potts. According to^Mr, Laii 
Rawlins, to get rid of Stanley,who was 
"deviling the life almost out o! him," 
then confessed. 


Stanley then turned to Constable 


Potts and requested him to arrest Kaw- 
lins. This Potts indignantly refused 
to do saying he did not believe in such 
methods and would have nothing to do 
with it 
Stanley then arrested the boy 


himself. 


In so far as the story of the '"aunt" is 


concerned, Mr. Lair says that the boy 
knew that she was not coming on that 
train, a letter having been received 
from 
her 
to 
that 
effect. 
The 


citizens of South Webster 
in gen- 


eral, 
says Mr. Lair, are 
of 
the 


opinion that Rawlins is innocent and 
that he is the victim of unwarranted 
persecution on the part of Detective 
Stanley. 
So-pronounced is this opin- 


ion that they have raised a subscrip- 
tion purse to hire a lawyer to defend 
Rawlins. One of the main movers in 
this purse business is Dr. Noel, who is 
well- known here. The case will be 
contested at all points, and it is confi- 
dently expected to clear Eawlins. If 
the statements of Mr. Lair be true, it 
certainly place* Detective Stanley in i 
bad light, as no officer is justified in 
using such means as he is alleged to 
have used, and to take advantage of 
tht iimplicity of a grwn country lad. j
